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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The primary reason for allowance of the claims is based on the inclusion of the 
elements of "A control unit (Figure 2, element 104) for monitoring total transmission 
power which is a sum of the transmission power for all said mobile station terminals 
(Figure 2, elements 200-203) connected for mutual communication, the control unit, by_ 
a predetermined value, reducing the upper limit value of the transmission power for said 
mobile station terminal which is assigned the lowest priority level when the total 
transmission power exceeds the first threshold (Figure 4, element step B5). and 
terminating communications with said mobile station terminal which is assigned the 
lowest priority level when the total transmission power exceeds the second threshold 
(Figure 4, element step B3)" in independent claims 1,10 and of Applicant's remarks 
received on 30 May 2008 (pages 7-9). 

3. The prior art is also silent of these elements as explained below: 

Wiberg et al. US 2003/0210660 A1 only discloses in figures 5, 14 that, "The base 
station 24 measures a first power level actually used for transmission to a mobile radio 
user over the high speed shared channel, determines a second power level for reliable 
transmission to the mobile radio user over the high speed shared channel, determines 
the differences between the first and second power levels, and provides the difference 
to the radio network controller using the difference to perform one or more radio 
resource operations (claim 10)". 
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4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance.". 

5. Claims 1-18 are allowed.
